And yet little progress is being made in correcting the evil. 


The Bulletin issued by the Wisconsin State Department of Edu- 
cation savs: "We are rapidly approaching the darkest hour in 
our educational history." But we think, the writer is not ex- 
aclin- right when he adds: "Just as soon as people begin to be-

the

LIEVED what they have said, but purely voluntary increases in 
wages or salaries runs counter to human nature, and to the law 


of life.

educational authorities for the persistence with which they have 
frowned down all teachers' attempts to organize to improve con- 
ditions of employment and obtain better pay. 


But of late there has been a change of front on the part of 


Now they say: "Yes, organize, but beware 
of affiliating with other labor organizations" Reforms must 
pass through three stages, first they are "ridiculous, next they 
arT'Vorthy of consideration" and finally those who have fought 
them most bitterly say, "I always believed in It."
